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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the combination of Pittman and 
Vlasak is not proper as there is not proper motivation to modify the forced air furnace and thermostat of Vlasak with the system of Pittman. 
Pittman teaches it is conventional and well known in the art to use forced air furnaces in residential air conditioning systems (column 1 
lines 12-17). Further Vlasak teaches one of the main advantages of forced air furnaces is to continually supply heat to a room even after 
the power to the heat source is shut off (column 1 lines 9-26). This makes it more advantageous to use a forced air furnace than the 
heating coil of Pittman because when the system is shut off the heating coil off Pittman will stop providing heat, whereas a forced furnace 
will continue to provide heat. This is especially important in school and office buildings where at night the air conditioning system must be 
shut off. The argument Vlasak simply teaches a thermostat and forced air furnace is not persuasive. Vlasak is used to teach the forced air 
furnace and further Pittman teaches a thermostat. Thus the combination is proper and the rejection remains. 
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
